vith U. S. foreign policy and overt foreign information ac¬ 
tivities, and that appropriate agencies of the U. S. Govern¬ 
ment, both at home and abroad (including diplomatic and mil¬ 
itary representatives in each area), are kept informed of 
such operations uhich vill directly affect then. . • 

4 . Nothing contained heroin shall be construed to re¬ 
quire tho Central Intelligence Agency to disclose operational 
details concerning its secret techniques, sources or contacts.
